With Granite City school borrowing 
now at $2,863,000 and headed for a 
record $4,500,000 this summer, ad- 
ditional ‘staff cutbacks appear 
inevitable, Supt. B. J. Davis said after a 
5:segment, 4%-hour board session 
Tuesday night. 

Helping provide flexibility for such 
reductions, 11 faculty members and 
administrators received board ap- 
proval Tuesday to retire in June 1963 
and seven others were authorized to 
retire in June 1984

Reviewing school finances, Director 
of Finance Norman S. Owca told the 
board, “As of May 31, 1982, School 
District Nine has borrowed $2,721,000 of 
my projected January proposal to 
borrow $3 million for the 1981-82 school 
year to support the education fund. 
‘Also, $142,000 of the $350,000 February 
proposal has been borrowed in regard 
to the building fund. 

“These figures would have been 
considerably lower but the corporate 
personal property replacement taxes 
we have received have been smaller 
than predicted for the first half of 1982. 

“Because of tax protests, we received 
$268,699 less corporate replacement 
taxes in the education fund and $36,212 
less in the building fund. If the tax 
protests are denied, the monies held in

“Our cash flow problems will be 
compounded further by the fact that the 
state government is going to delay our 
June 1982 state aid check of $841,749 
until July. 

“Ordinarily, tax bills are mailed 
June 1, with the first payment due July 
1 and the second payment due Sept. 1 
However, there is every indication tha‘ 
the 1981 real estate tax bills will be 
mailed Aug. 1, making the first 
payment due Sept. 1 and the second due 
Nov. 1. This creates the need to in- 
crease our borrowing to continue to 
support the 1982 year until we receive 
our 1981 taxes.

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Additives in our food—how 
good are the gatekeepers P 


(Phis is the sixth in a 
series of 15 articles exploring 
“Food and People.” In this 
article, Jere E. Goyan, dean

Food additives date back 
at-least to the ancient 
Egyptians and Hebrews, 
who used salt to enhance the 
flavor and preseve the 
freshness of their food. Yet 
in the last 20 years or so, they 
haye become. the subject of 
bitter controversy. 

Food additives have been 
accused of leading to a range 
of ‘evils. from behavioral 
problems:to cancer, and the 
inscreasing popularity of 
“organic” and “natural”’ 
foods attests to our growing 


concern. 

On the other hand, some 
additives are essential to our 
modern food system, which 
requires preservation of food 
during trans; tion and 
storage. Other additives 
improve ‘taste and ap- 
pearance and make possible 
a variety of convenience 
foods. 

At the cefiter: of ‘the con- 
troyersy are-the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) 
~, the government 
gatekeeper responsible for 
protecting us from harmful 
substances — and the 1958 
food additivé amendments to 
the Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act. 

This legislation defined 
food additives as substances 
whose intended. use may 
reasonably’ be,.expected to 
result. in their.’becoming a 
component nof the final 


ict. : 
The definiidn ‘has two 


legal jons: those 
subi tances, {Generally 
Recognized’ As Safe” 
(GRAS), and those that had 
received prior sanction by 
the of the Department 
of Agriculture: 

‘These categories were 
established so that hundreds 
of,additives already com- 
monly found in the food 
supply in 1958 — including 
those most frequently used, 
sugar and salt — would not 
require new approval. 

An additional section of the 
1958 legislation has been 
responsible for much of the 
subsequent controversy 
surrounding food additives. 

Known as the Delaney 
Clause, after the 
congressman, who  in- 
troduced it, it specifies that 
no food additive be allowed 
which has been demon- 
strated ‘‘to induce cancer in 
man or animal.” 

FALSE ASSUMPTIONS. 

The 1958 legislation 
assumed that food additives 
which, had been used were 
safe arid that probably only a 
few substances could cause 
canicer in humans. 

Subsequent laboratory 


experiments suggested 
otherwise: some common 
substances proved to be 
carcinogenic — that is, 
cancer-causing — when 
given in massive doses. 

In 1969, questions were 
raised about the possible 
carcinogenicity of one of the 
514 substances originally on 
the GRAS list: cyclamate, 
an artificial sweetener. 

Cyclamate was therefore 
removed from the list and 
banned from use in foods. 

President Nixon then 
ordered a re-evaluation of 
the safety of all GRAS list 
substances. 

That study, recently 
completed, raised concerns 
about 24 of the additives on 
the list, including the 
possibility that excessive 
intake of caffelne causes 
birth defects — and that the 
amount of salt in our food 
should be decreased because 
of its possible contribution to 
high blood pressure. 

In another case, in 1978, 
sodium nitrite, a prior 
sanctioned substance used to 
prevent botulism in meats, 
was reported to induce 
cancer in laboratory 
animals, 

The FDA was thus faced 
with a law that required the 
removal of nitrite from foods 
although the substance 
served a public health 


purpose. 

‘Re-evaluation of the study 
showed that nitrite itself is 
probably not a carcinogen, 
although nitrosamines 
formed from nitrites in the 
presence of protein are. 

Thus, it has been possible 
to keep nitrite in the food 
supply while attempting to 
identify other preservatives 
to replace it. 

These examples, along 

the recent brouhaha 
over the proposed removal of 
saccharin from the market, 
made it clear that the 
assumptions of 1958 were 
flawed. 

Prior use is no guarantee 
of safety, and unfortunately 
many chemicals are — at 
least weakly car- 
cinogenic. 

“ACCIDENTAL” 
TIVES. 

In addition to regulating 
deliberate additives, the 
FDA also attempts to protect 
us against substances ac- 
cidentally added to or 
present in the food supply. 

For example, aflatoxin, 
which is produced by a 
fungus growing on many 
grains, is a common con- 
taminant known to cause 
cancer in laboratory 
animals. 

‘The FDA has established a 
tolerance limit for aflatoxin 
in grains that can be 
marketed. 

‘The reasoning is that such 
accidental contaminants 
should be allowed, if present, 
in small amounts that do not 
present an appreciable 
health risk. Otherwise large 
quantities of nutritious food 
might have to be destroyed. 

Pesticides also appear 
accidentally in final food 


ADDI- 


products. 

The food crops on which 
specific pesticides may be 
used and the amount that 
will be tolerated in the final 
product are tightly 
regulated. 

A third example of ac- 
cidental food additives are 
drugs used in animal feed 
that appear in the final food 
product. Again, the amounts 
of allowed are regulated to 
keep them well within safe 
limits. 

PROBLEMS 
REGULATION. 

Part of the problem in any 
proposed regulatory action 
regarding food additives 
involves the difficulty of 
demonstrating  cause-and- 
effect relationships where 
the effect may not occur 
until years after the alleged 
cause. 

There is little, if any, 
controversy about 
regulations relative to low- 
acid canned foods, since 
almost everyone has been 
sick shortly after eating 
some ‘‘tainted” food. 

However, in dealing with a 
substance that is a weak 
carcinogen, such as sac- 
charin, there is only a small 
chance that any given in- 
dividual will be affected. 

Furthermore, it may be 
many years before the effect 
(cancer) occurs, and it will 
not be possible to link 
definitely any one case 
cancer to the additive, only 
an increase in rate. 

Many : people, therefore, 
believe that they should have 
“freedom of choice’’ 
regarding whether or not 
they should ingest a potential 
carcinogen. 

‘The difficulty is that few 
Americans are in a position 
to make reasoned judgments 
based on probabilistic 
arguments. 

Tt has been suggested that 
the Delaney Clause not be 
removed but be modified so 
that a substnce which, ac- 
cording to tests, would not 
increase the risk of cancer to 
any one individual by more 
than one in a million over his 
or her lifetime be allowed to 
remain in the food supply. 

‘Such a provision would 
result in some substances 
that would have to be 
removed under the present 
Delaney Clause remaining 
on the market, but it would 
be too strict ‘to allow ap- 
proval of saccharin. 

APPROVING NEW AD 
DITIVES. 

‘There is also the problem 
of approving new additives. 
In order to obtain such ap- 
proval, the sponsor must 
determine that the substance 
works for the purpose in- 
tended and that the con- 
centration in the final food 
product can be measured. 

The sustance must be 
tested in at least two species 
of animals in large doses 
over an extended period of 
time to determine whether it 
can cause birth defects, 
cancer, or other adverse 
effects. 

‘The sponsor submits the

test results to the FDA, 
which establishes 
regulations for safe use. The 
basic rule is to establish a 
hundred-fold safety margin. 

Thus the manufacturer 
may incorporate only one 
percent of the maximum 
amount found not to produce 
any harmful effect in 
animals (except in the case 
of carcinogenesis, in which 
the current Delaney Clause 
would not allow its use al 
all). 

This premarket approval 
system has been an effective 
way of assuring that new 
food additives do not cause 
illness. 

Since the 1958 legislation, 
it has been possible to 
identify problems in 
previously used food ad- 
ditives and to prevent the 
introduction of potentially 
harmful new ones. 

It is reassuring that of the 
2,500-plus food additives 
presently used, only a few 
have been seriously 
questioned. 

Nevertheless, many 
people maintain that no 
“foreign” chemical should 
be added to the food supply 
(ignoring that natural foods 
also contain toxic substances 
and are chemicals) 

Others, however, maintain 
that the benefits in terms of 
preserving freshness, 
making food ‘more ap- 
petizing, and improving 
processing outweigh any 
small “potential” toxicity. 

‘The FDA appears to have 
steered a reasonable course 
between these contending 
forces to the benefit of the 
American public.

Megal drug traffic in 
Illinois has become too big of 
a problem for any one 
agency to handle. 

‘That was the message 
Illinois Attorney General 
Tyrone Fahner gave at a 
meeting of more than 70 
Madison County residents 
last week at the Edward- 
sville Junior High School. 

“Narcotics is big business 
in Hlinois, and the profits are 
enormous,” Fahner told the 
gathering. Ona natinal level, 
narcotic sales are estimated 
to reach $100 billion this 
year, he said. 

“That figure is more than 
the combined sales of 
General Motors, U.S. Steel 
and IBM. It’s much more 
than this country pays for 
foreign oil in a single year,” 
he stated. 

In much of the meeting, 
speakers were drumming up 
support for legislation 
asking the creation of 
statewide grand juries with 
the authority to deal with 
drug traffic, toxic waste 
dumping and fraud on a 
multi-county level. 

“The (drug) problem has 
grown too wide,” Fahner 
said. ‘‘Criminals don’t 
respect county lines, so why 
should: law enforcement?” 

Fahner’s statewide grand 
jury act would give circuit 
judges the authority to 
create. grand juries to hear 
certaiti crimes investigators 
believe to be occurring in 
two or three counties. As it 
stands now, grand juries can 
only function in one county 
or qudicial circuit. 

Fahner managed to get 
tw6 other drug enforcement- 





related bills through the 
House of Represenatives last 
week with overwhelming bi- 
partisan support (a look- 
alike drug bill and a drug 
profits seizure measure). 

His grand jury legislation 
has reeive political op- 
position, however, and had to 
be pulled at the last minute 
Friday by its sponsor, Rep. 
Art Telcser, before it came 
to a vote. 

“We didn’t have the votes 
we needed to pass it,” 
Fahner said at the Parents 
Against Drugs meeting. 
Because the deadline for 
House bills has already 
passed, Fahner said the 
grand jury bill will be 
amended onto a Senate bill 
for reintroduction into the 
legislature. 

Upstate opposition to the 
bill, Fahner charged, is 
coming for purely political 
reasons. Chicago Democrats 
are shooting it down, he said, 
because this is an élection 
year and he is a Republican. 

“My message to those 
voting against it,” Fahner 
said at the public quorum, 
“jg this bill is truly too im- 
portant for politics. We need 
to get it passed.” 

Before giving the floor 
over to Madison County 
States Attorney Don Weber, 
Fahner praised the recently 
adjourned Madison County 
grand jury for its efforts to 
fight the drug problem in 
area schools. “We can make 
a difference,” he said, 
“working together.” 

‘Weber gave his support to 
Fahner's bill, welcoming the 
addition of a new level on 
which to fight narcotics 
traffic. “You can’t have too

‘A report has been 
prepared by the Institute of 
Medicine of the National 
Academy ot Sciences that 
attempts to clarify the 
mbrijuana problem. Twenty- 
two scientists spent $450,000 
making this study. .They 
examined all the information 
published on the subject 
since 1975 and also reviewed 
th®- earlier. work. 

The information was 
edllected into distinct 
categories and definitive 
statements were made about 
what. is known and not 
krfowh. The patterns of use 
was one of these categories. 
In--the last 10 years, the 
number of users in the 
United States has ~ ap- 
prbximately doubled for all 
the age groups between 12 
and 24 years of age. More 
thin 50 million Americans 
have used marijuana at least 
once. That is about one- 
quarter of the population 

‘The high school senior use 
peaked in 1978, when about 
11: percent of the seniors 
were users. During 1981, it 
fell to about seven percent. 
Afiparently this decline is 
due to a recognition of the 
hazards associated with 
mi@rijuana use. 

The most important in- 
flGence on young people 
beboming a _ user of 
marijuana was seeing 
miémbers of their own age 
uging it. For school students, 
its use during school sessions 
is: disturbing beause 
qmarijuana affects behavior, 
shertterm memory, com- 
miinication skills, and 
learning.ability. Marijuana 
ugers perform more poorly 
in$chool than other students. 

(he heart and lungs was 
another category studied. 
Smoking marijuana 
definitely causes changes in 
thé heart and in the blood 
circulation. These changes 
are charcteristic of stress for 
af, individual. For healthy 
individuals, there is no firm 
evidence that it causes any 
trgubles, but for persons who 
have a health problem, 
marijuana use may increase 
their risks. 


@he prolonged use of 
marijuana brings about 
réspiratory problems: 
pharyngitis, sinusitis, 
bronchitis, and asthma. 
Problems with these 
digeases are more ifficult for 
niprijuana users. There is 
also the potential for 

t ing cancer of the lung, 
béeause marijuana has 
afiout 50 percent more 

ayicer-causing agents than 

rettes. Furthermore, the 
combination of cigarette 
sinioke and tharijuana smoke 
ist more harmful than the 
effects of either alone. 

“At the present time, there

is no positive information 
showing that lung cancer is 
due to marijuana. 

There is one additional 
disturbing feature of 
marijuana use. In many 
countries where marijuana 
is grown, the marijuana 
crops are sprayed, by police, 
with paraquat, a herbicide. 
The sprayed marijuana is 
immediately harvested, so 
the crop will not spoil. About 
one-fourth of all the 
marijuana sold is con- 
taminated in’ this way. 
Smoking marijuana that 
contains paraquat can cause 
severe lung damage, par- 
ticularly pulmonary fibrosis. 

Reproduction and other 
biological systems were also 
studied. Marijuana sup- 
presses the production of 
male hormones, inhibits 
sperm production, and 
decreases the weight of the 
prostate and the testes. 
However, there are no in- 
dications of long-term ef- 
fects on male fertility. 

In test animals, he ata 
blocks ovulation also 
produces birth defects. The 
active ingredient in 
marijuana, —_ tetrahydroca- 
nnabinol, crosses the 
placental barrier in humans 
and could cause harm to th: 
fetus. It is also secreted in 
mother's milk and could be 
toxic to infants. 

Apparently there are no 
chromosome breaks due to 
marijuana use. Marijuana 
does supress the immune 
system and also interferes 
with the regulation of body 
temperature. Inhibiting 
sweating is one aspect of this 
effect. 

Another important 
category studied was the 
nervous system and 
behavior. Marijuana 
produces acute effects on the 
brain. It impairs motor 
coordination and tracking 
ability. It also affects sen- 
sory and perceptual func- 
tions that are important for 
safe driving and the 
operation of machinery. 
Marijuana effects ability 
much like ethyl alcohol. If 
both are used, the effects are 
additive. The impairment in 
function produced by 
marijuana lasts for four to 
eight hours after the feeling 
of intoxication is over. This 
is much longer than with 
alcohol. 

‘The long-term effects on 
regular users are: apathy, 
loss of ambition, loss of ef- 
fectiveness, diminished 
ability to carry out long-term 
plans, difficulty in con- 
centrating, and a decline in 
work performance. 

The overall conclusion of 
this study was that 
marijuana use justifies some 
serious national concern. It 
also suggests that much 
more research be done on 
this very important drug.

Parents need to recognize 
the scope of the drug 
problem in Illinois, and see 
the effect it has on their 
children, Weber said. 
“Drugs are not just illegal,” 
he said. ‘They're wrong.” 

‘Weber read to a receptive 
audience part of a letter he 
had received from a man he 
convicted several years ago 
for murdering an elderly 
woman with a baseball bat in 
Granite City. At the time of 


the crime, the man was 
believed to be under the 
influence of alcohol and 
several other drugs. 

“T am a living example of 
what drugs can do to you,” 
Steven Struberg of Granite 
City wrote Weber. “I’ve had 
to learn this after several 
hard years in prison. 
Unfortunately for me, it is 
too late.” 

If something is not done 
soon about the drug problem 
in Illinois, it will quickly be 
to late to stem it, the head of 
the Metropolitan Enfor- 
cement Group of Southern 


Illinois, Jim Nichols, told the 
audience of parents, 
politicians, law enforcement 
officials and media. 

“T thought that (the 
MEGSI bust of the Company 
in Alton) several years ago 
was the light at the end of the 
tunnel; that we were finally 
making headway against the 
drug problem,” Nichols said. 
“That's not the case now. If 
anything it has gotten worse. 

“Narcotics trafficking was 
the sleeping giant," he said. 
“It lay dormant for a few 
years, and now it’s alive 
again.” 


If not curtailed, the drug 
problem ‘will eventually 
cause the crumble of this 
nation,” Nichols warned. 
MEGSI and local law en- 
forcement officials can no 
longer effectively battle the 
prospering drug trade alone, 
he said. 

“We're getting whipped. 
We're getting beaten. Two 
years ago, I used to tell 
audiences we were the little 
Dutch boy with our finger in 
the dike. Tonight I'm telling 
you the dike has broken and 
we're drowning.”

Skin and eye cautions for sunbathers 


GERALDINE L. BOWER, 
Ph.D., U. of I.

Claims made about tan- 
ning booths or huts often 
tempt students and others 
returning from an annual 
pilgrimage to Florida or 
other sun spots. And who, 
with a headstart, wouldn’t 
want to keep a coppery tan 
going until summer? Before 
partaking of the hot-house 
version, however, there are 
some definite side effects 

that dictate caution. 

According to Larry 
O'Reilly, University of 
Illinois Professor of Health 
Education, tanning booth 
lights bombard the body with 
two types of ultraviolet 
radiation. While one type 
increases the risk of skin 
cancer and the other may 
cause pre-mature aging, 
both can result in eye 
damage. 

Higher doses of the type 
that causes skin cancer 
(ultraviolet-B) are emitted 
by the sun than by the ar- 
tificial light used in the 
tanning booth. This doesn’t 
mean, however, that you're 
not exposing yourself to 
cancer risk when visiting a 
tanning booth. 

The other type of rays, 
ultraviolet-A may not cause 
cancer, but may age the skin 
according to Marie Eckvall, 
of the Chicago District Food 
& Drug Administration. 

Those seeking a golden 


glow from tanning studios 
are exposing their bodies to 
much higher levels of 
ultraviolet-A or UV-A rays 
than they would be if they 
were lying in the sun. Some 
95 percent of the rays 
emitted by newer mode] sun 
lamps are UV-A rays that go 
deep into the skin and attack 
the fiber that normally keeps 
the skin resilient. The result 
of too much UV-A exposure 
appears to be sagging skin. 

Another problem that may 
be aggravated by the strong 
ultraviolet-A rays in a 
tanning booth or intense 
outdoor exposure is 
chemical (drug) sensitivity 
which can result in severe 
burns or intense overall 
itching. z 

Examples of drugs known 
to react to such fays are 
some used for acne treat- 
ment, some antibiotics 
(including fulvicin), certain 
anticonvulsants and an- 
tidepressants, several an- 
tidiabetic drugs or glucose- 
lowering agents some an- 
tihistamines, some 
estrogens and profesterones, 


.a number of tranquilizers, 


some diuretics and anti- 
hypertensives or blood 
pressure-lowing medications 
and some ingredients used in 
cosmetics, perfumes and 
toilet articles. 

If you are currently taking 
medications that fall into 
any of the categories listed 
above, you should check with 


your physician or phar- 
macist to determine if you 
would be risking a phototoxic 
or photoallergic reaction by 
either visiting a tanning 
studio or subjecting yourself 
to intense outdoor exposure.

Fiber: just anew nam 


“Eat more fiber!” 
“now with 20 percent 

more fiber!” 

“A high-fiber food.” 

Chances are you've seen al 
least one of the above in 
newspaper and magazine 
articles or on a variety of 
food packages within the last 
week. Admonitions to eat 
more fiber have become 
increasingly more common 
in the past few years. 

Fiber is really a new name 
for a classic component of 
the diet. Back in the early 
1900s, it was called bulk or 
roughage and was equally 
well-promoted as an im- 
portant part of the diet. 

In the years between then 
and now, bulk or fiber was 
largely forgotten as 


Americans moved toward 
eating more and more highly 
processed foods that lacked 
fiber. 

Today, fiber is back and 
we now know some of the 
reasons why it is so im- 
portant. If you’y eaten it all 
along, you're one step ahead 
of the game. If not, now is a 
good time to begin including 
it again. 

Fiber is found only in 
plants. It is made up of 
certain types of car- 
bohydrates that cannot be 
broken down or digested 
very well. 

Most of the fiber we eat 
simply passes through the 
body and is excreted as 
waste, it still plays an im- 
portant role 


Fiber provides bulk in the 
diet and soaks up water in 
the large intestine so stools 
are soft more easily passed 
out of the body. Because of 
this, fiber in the diel can 
relieve the problems of 
constipation and diver- 
liculosis. These problems 
are more common in older 
individuals, so a reasonable 
amount of fiber in the diet is 
especially important for the 
elderly. 

Foods that provide fiber 
include fruits, vegetables 
and whole grains. 

It's not necessary to take 
special fiber supplements 
unless your doctor recom- 
mends doing so. Four or 
more %-cup servings of 
fruits and vegetables plus 


e for old-fashioned bulk 


two servings of whole-grain 
breads or cereals will 
provide plenty of fiber. 

If you don’t like whole- 
grain baked foods, a serving 
of bran cereal every day is a 
good addition to the diet. 

Some people have gone 
overboard in claiming a lack 
of fiber to be the cause of 
many diseases. However, 
there is no conclusive 
evidence that a lack of fiber 
can cause diabetes, heart 
disease or cancer. 

‘Adding fiber to the diet will 
not cure these diseases, 
either. But it may help 
relieve constipation and help 
the elderly avoid a 
dangerous reliance on 
laxatives that develops all 
too often in later years.

*» Marijuana is not the relatively harmless 
drug many people believe. Parents must 
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eriously, actively fight it 


be (made) aware of the extensive drug use 
and the availability of drugs to students. 
The temptation is there for all students. 
Ignoring the problem will not make it go 
away; but can only make it worse 

We make the following suggestions to 
parents of all students: 

1. Be alert to indications your child may 
be experimenting with drugs—sudden 
changes in grades, attendance or 
discipline, changes in friends and 
associates, irritability, lack of motivation, 
or withdrawal from family. 

2. When use is suspected, seek help from 
school officials, clergymen, drug coun- 
selors, etc. Do not ignore the problem. Act 
promptly. 

3. Report to police any suspicions about 
suppliers of drugs and cooperate with any 
prosecutions. 

4. Insist that school officials make 
vigorous and serious attempts to keep 
drugs off campuses. 

School officials must come to the 
realization that drugs are not strictly an 
internal problem. We suggest to all ad- 
ministrators and teachers: 

1. Develop a clearly defined policy with 
respect to drugs. Provide a written copy to 
all students and parents or guardians at 
the beginning of each school year 

2. Cooperate with police; report all in- 
cidents of use or possession. While it is 
appropriate for schools to discipline drug 
offenders, such discipline without police 
involvement will not be effective in the 
long run. 

3, Teachers should promptly report drug 
violations to administrators; never allow 
the student to remain in class while that 
student appears to be under the influence 
of alcohol or other drugs. 

4. Carefully monitor halls between class 
periods. 

5. Smoking areas or lounges are often 
used for marijuana or other drugs. One of 
the most effective ways to stop use of 
marijuana on campus would be to abolish 
such areas. If smoking areas must be 
present, monitor them closely at all times; 
several teachers or monitors should be 
present at all times when students use 
such areas. 

6. Campuses should be closed to non- 
students. 

7. Students should be required at the 
beginning of each school year to sign 
consent for searches of lockers and of cars 
using the school lot. All lockers and cars 
should be searched by school officials 
periodically 

8. Drug education programs should 
provide current scientific information and 
information with respect to legal con- 
sequences of drug use. 

Itis hoped a change of attitude by judges 
in this county will rsult in strict sentences 
for those convicted of drug offenses. 

‘The jury is not suggesting that judges 
lose their perspective and incarcerate 
every drug offender. We only urge judges 
to re-evaluate their attitudes and impose 
sentences commensurate with the 
seriousness of the threat that drugs 
present for students. 

Stricter sentences would be a substantial 
deterrent to use by many students, 
especially those only beginning their 
experimentation with drugs. 

‘Members of the public should make their 
expectations clearly known to the state's 
attorney and judges of the Third Circuit. 

‘The jury supports legislation to control 
availability of look-alike drugs. We sup- 
port the statewide grand jury bill. Parent 
groups are useful and can contribute 
substantially to the battle against illicit 
drug use among teenagers. 

Drug searches were useful in focusing on 
the problem, and periodic inspections 
(ean) have a deterrent effect on school 
drug traffic. 

‘We recommend that the County Board 
pass the proposed “head shop” ordinance 
to control ready access to drug-related 
paraphernalia. 

‘A change in public attitude is necessary. 
Virtually everyone is aware of the dangers 
and is in favor of strict laws and en- 
forcement. When it comes time to convert 
opinions into actions, some parents 
become overprotective or pretend the 
problem doesn’t exist. 

‘We encourage schools and teachers to 
reaffirm their position against drugs in 
schools, by enforcing the parking lot or- 
dinance, random locker searches, etc. 

Some police, prosecutors and jduges 
tend to spend their time on “‘more serious” 
matters. The grand jury is convinced 
nothing is more serious than the physical 
and mental well-being of young people. 

We urge all people to change their at- 
titudes or make their actions reflect their 
attitudes, and work together to stop use of 
and trafficking in drugs on the campuses 
of Madison County schools.

‘Time is running out for the 
Equal Rights Amendment 
and suddenly we find the 
preponents concerned about 
“fairness.” They have 
fought long for equality but 
have not been willing to 
extend it to those who 
disagree with their prin- 
ciples. 

When the United States 
Senate passed the ERA, it 
did so with a seven-year 
limit for ratification. This 
was the same limil placed on 
every amendment in the 
preceding 50 years, When the 
March 22, 1979, deadline 
drew near and the amend- 
ment was three states short 
of the required 38 needed for 
ratification, the proponents 
demanded an additional 
seven years. No ratification 
has taken more than four 
years. 

‘Congress granted the ERA 
advocates an additional 
three years and three 
months, making a total of 10 
years and three months. It 
cannot be denied that the 
rules were changed to 
benefit the losing side. Was 
that “fair?” 

ERA proponents also have 
declared that no ratification 
can be reversed. They 
contend that state 
legislatures should be able to 
repeatedly reconsider 
rejection, but should never 
be allowed to reconsider 
ratification. In simple terms, 
states may say i 
never say “no.” Is 
“fair?” 

‘As if they haven't tam- 
pered enough with the rules, 
they are now pressuring the 
Mlinois legislature to change 
the three-fifths majority rule 
applied to constitutional 
amendments to a simple 
majority, thus allowing 

victory. Is this 

Our Illinois Con- 
stitution was adopted by 
Illinois voters in 1970, two 
years before Congress ap; 
proved the Equal Rights 
Amendment. We are not 
alone in the three-fifths 
majority rule, and some 
state require a two-thirds 
majority 

How can ERA supporters 
demand equality and fair 
ness when they do not 
recognize the principles of 
fair play 

If we are nol going to abide 
by the rules of our U.S 
Constitution and Illinois 
State Constitution, whose 
rule book will we live by?
